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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION: 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 14, 18 and 21 have been amended. No new 
matter has been presented by way of the amendments. 

Claims 2, 4, 6-10, 12, 14 and 16-23 are pending in the present application. Claims 4, 14 
and 21 are independent claims. Reconsideration of the claims in light of the above amendments 
and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER: 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 are indicated as allowed. 

DOUBLE PATENTING: 

Claims 21 and 22 stand rejected on the grounds of non-statutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 12 and 13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,532,210 to 
Park . 

Applicants traverse the rejection in light of the amendments made to claim 21 herein. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 USC §§ 102 & 103: 

Claims 12 and 14-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,532,210 to Park (Park) . Claim 23 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being obvious over Park . The rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Claims 14, 18 and 21 have been amended to address the rejections. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that independent claim 14 patentably 
distinguishes over Park , and should be allowable for at least the above-mentioned reasons. 
Since similar features recited by independent claim 21, with potentially differing scope and 
breadth, are not taught or disclosed by Park , the rejection should be withdrawn and claim 21 
also allowed. 

Further, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 12, 16-20, 22 and 23 which variously 
depend from independent claims 14 and 21, should be allowable for at least the same reasons 
as claims 14 and 21 , as well as for the additional features recited therein. 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully requested the rejection of claims 12 and 14-22 be 
withdrawn.
